or    THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


City  of  Nashua,  Engineer's  Office, 
Fire  Department,  Feb.  20th,  1863. 

To  the  Hon.  Board  oj  Mayor  and  Aldeiynen : 

In  conformity  with  Section  6  of  an  ordnance  relating  to  the  Fire 
Department,  I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  list  of  the  Officers  and 
members  attached  to  the  Fire  Department,  together  with  their  ages, 
residences,  and  occupations.  Also  a  statement  of  the  condition  of 
the  Apparatus  under  their  charge,  the  number  (jf  fires  and  alarms 
during  the  past  year,  the  number  of  Hydrants  and  Reservoirs  from 
which  water    can  be  obtained  in  case  of  Fire. 

In  accordance  with  the  duties  of  my  office  I  have  from  time  to 
time  made  thorough  examination  of  the  several  machines  and  ap- 
paratus belonging  to  the  City,  and  in  use  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fires,  and  report  the  same  in  good  order  and  condition,  for  the 
purposes  intended.  A  further  supply  of  Hose  should  be  purchas- 
ed this  coming  year,  as  they  are  constantly  wearing  out,  and  a 
large  portion  of  the  Hose  now  in  use,  will  only  answer  to  use  on 
Hydrants.  Should  we  have  a  large  fire  we  might  come  short.  I 
am  happy  in  being  able  to  state  that  the  number  of  Fires  and 
alarms  the  past  year  has  been  very  few.  The  loss  by  fire  being 
$10870,  of  which  6170  is  covered  by  insurance.  Aside  from  the 
loss  of  the  Nashua  Iron  Co.  the  loss  by  fire  has  been  small.  I  hope 
we  may  continue  thus  to  be  spared  from  fire.  The  Department 
has  been  called  out  by  alarms  of  fire  five  times.  The  condition 
of  the  several  Engine  Houses  at  this  time  is  very  good.  The 
house  on  High  street  ought  lo  be  shingled.     Aside   from  this,  I  do

not  know  of  any  repairs  which  should  be  made  on  the  Engine 
Houses.  During  the  past  year  there  has  been  three  new  Hydrants, 
and  tliree  of  the  old  ones  changed  from  the  street  to  the  sidewalk. 
There  are  still  others  that  should  be  moved  to  the  sidewalk.  I 
would  recommend  as  money  well  invested  the  purchase  of  a  Fire 
Alarm  Bell  to  bo  placed  upon  the  City  Hall  Building.  Such  an 
alarm  bell  is  much  needed  to  call  out  the  Department  promptly. 
Alarms  such  as  we  have  been  and  are  dependent  upon,  do  not  call 
out  the  Department  as  they  should  be,  many  do  not  hear  or  are 
deceived  by  thom.  Our  fire  Department  continues  to  maintain  the 
high  reputation  that  it  so  justly  deserves.  A  Spirit  of  Union  and 
Harmony  pervades.  The  Go's  are  well  filled  and  ready  at  all 
times  for  action  should  their  services  be  needed.  In  closing  my 
report  I  return  my  thanks  to  the  Fire  Department.
